Viruses, serums, and toxins purchased from licensed establishments 
by boards of health for distribution will, upon request of said 
boards, be examined for purity and potency in the Hygienic 
Laboratory. 


The following letter addressed to State boards of health November 
2, 1907, is herewith published for the information of State and 
municipal health officers: 

Sir: In accordance with the provisions of the law of July 1, 1902 
governing the manufacture, barter, and sale in interstate traffic of 
vaccines, serums, and toxins, samples of these products are purchased 
in the open market from time to time for examination in the Hy- 
gienic Laboratory as to purity and potency. During the course of 
the year a large number of samples thus obtained are examined. 
It is known, however, that a great many of these products are pur- 
chased from licensed firms and distributed by State and municipal 
boards of health. In carrying out the intent of the law it is desir- 
able to examine the products of licensed establishments which are 
issued to boards of health as well as those which may be purchased 
in open market. The Bureau, therefore, through its Hygienic Labo- 
ratory, would be pleased to examine for your board any samples that 
you desire to forward for that purpose.

Routine measures for plague-infected localities. 








INSTRUCTIONS TO MEDICAL OFFICERS IN THE FIELD. 





Upon the discovery of a case of plague in a block, and when the infection is 
thought to have been contracted in that locality, concentrate a sufficient force 
to carry out, in as short a time as possible, the following measures in addition 
to the disinfection of the infected house: 

(1) A rapid sanitary survey of the infected and contiguous blocks. (a) Note 
the cases of sickness at the time and for the past six weeks in each house; 
«b) number of stables, their condition as to sewer connections, character of 
flooring, number of stalls, and the meat markets and bakeries for the same con- 
ditions; (c) sanitary condition of occupied premises and vacant lots with 
regard to rat food and harboring places; (d) note the prevalence of rats, and 
especially if dead ones have been seen recently. 

The inspector will enter every house in search of this information and impress 
upon householders the necessity of destroying rats and rat food and of making 
their homes rat proof. If a case of plague has gone unrecognized in the family, 
as shown by the sanitary history of the house, the facts should be reported at 
once to headquarters. 

(2) The rat holes and runs in the infected and adjoining houses should be 
flooded with carbolic solution (1-40) or bichloride of mercury solution (1-500) 
and then treated as follows: Holes in wooden floors toe be sealed with tin or 
sheet metal; brick or concrete, with cement: earthen holes to be filled with 
broken glass and brick. 

(3) Place poisons, preferably phosphorus and arsenic pastes, in holes and runs 
in the infected and contiguous blocks; (b) place traps, both spring and cage, 
over the same ground: (c) Danysz’s virus of high virulence should be placed in 
eellars, kitchens, and households generally. 

(4) Send the sewer men to examine and report on the condition of sewers as 
regards choking, retardation of current, and the presence of dead rodents. Fre- 
quent flushing may be resorted to in order to insure the rapid disposal of 
infected material. 

The fact is often overlooked that it is as important to find and eradicate 
plague infection among rats as it is among human beings. Careful search, then, 
should be made for the cadavers of rats during plague times. Those that have 
died recently should be sent in for bacteriological examination; bodies in which 
putrefaction has occurred should be burned. 














































PLAGUE INFECTION. 


When plague continues to ‘occur in a house or a locality, after a thorough 
disinfection has been done, make a careful search in the neighborhood for the 
eause of the continuance. All harboring places and places in which rat food is 
found in abundance should be looked upon with suspicion. Defective wooden 
floors and walls of the infected house and the adjoining houses may be torn out 
and a search made for rat cadavers. Stables and restaurants may be treated 
in a like manner. 

In 1903, 87 dead rats were found in the walls of a Chinese restaurant. After 
the destruction of this focus no further cases occurred. 

The measures that should be adopted to stamp out rat plague are the same 
as those recommended for human plague. It should be then the invariable prac- 
tice to deal with rat plague in such manner as to prevent human plague. 





THE VACATION OF BUILDINGS. 


(a) All defective buildings in which rats dead of plague have been found 
should be vacated at once, to prevent the occurrence of the disease among 
human beings. The same rule should apply to adjoining houses. (b) Build- 
ings in which plague continues to appear, in spite of the measures enumerated 
above, should be vacated and destroyed. 

These rules are in addition to careful general sanitation, the disinfection of 
infected houses, and the isolation of those sick of the disease. Contacts should 
be kept under observation and inspected daily for a period of eight days.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Hobdy reports, October 28: 

Week ended October 26. Fifty-nine vessels were disinfected dur- 
ing the week. Sixty-seven vessels that had previously been disin- 
fected were certified to as having observed the required precautions. 


Report from Los Angeles, Cal—Organization of work of sanitation 
and rat destruction. 


Surgeon Brooks reports, October 26: 

Special work was begun in this city October 25 to cleanse the 
city and destroy rats. A committee, on which I was requested to 
serve, was appointed by the county medical society to confer with 
the mayor and council of the city to urge upon them the advisabil- 
ity of this work. As a result, the board of health of this city has 
been authorized to appoint 9 physicians as medical inspectors (one 
for each ward of the city), 18 sanitary inspectors, 81 assistant sani- 
tary inspectors (rat catchers), and 140 laborers; and 40 two-horse 
wagons will be hired to carry off refuse. The city health officer has 
complete control of this work. 


Report from Seattle, Wash—No further cases of plague. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Cofer reports: 

November 11. No further developments in plague. Have em- 
ployed six acting assistant surgeons and three attendants. Have 
sixty men at work. Everything progressing favorably.

Report from Cape Town—Plaque in the Colony—Examination of 
rodents for plague infection. 


The following report on the outbreak of plague at King Williams 
Town is received from the medical officer of health for the Colony 
under date of September 30: 

Week ended September 28. 

Cathcart.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At 
the plague hospital 2 cases remain under treatment. 

King Williams Town.—No case of plague was discovered during 
the week. Seventy-nine rats (including’33 found dead) and 60 mice 
(including 13 found dead) were examined, of which 32 rats and 13 
mice proved to be probably plague infected. One rat remains under 
bacieriological examination. 

Of the 5 rats and 5 mice remaining under examination at the end of 
last week, 4 rats and 1 mouse proved to be plague infected and 2 


mice probably plague infected. 


Report from Algiers—Plague at Bon. 


Information was received from the Department of State, November 
9, of receipt of a dispatch from the consul at Algiers reporting the 
existence of plague at Bon. 


Report on plague at Oran—Mceasures adopted to prevent spread. 


Information is received from the a anemone of State, under date 


of November 6, that the following cablegram, dated October 17, has 
been received from the American ambassador at Paris: 

The minister of foreign affairs informs me that several cases of 

lague were observed at Oran, Algeria, in the second fortnight of 
Resntenter. The cases confirmed after bacteriological examination 
numbered 5, of which 4 proved fatal—September 22, 24, 29, and 
October 7. These cases occurred among persons employed in the port 
and coincided exactly with a mortality of plague observed in rats. 
The most rigorous measures were concerted between the different 
local administrations to search for, examine, and destroy the animals. 
A special supervision is exercised in this respect on ships leaving the 

ort. Individuals who are ill or who are suspects are immediately 
isolated. 

October 11, a single patient remained under treatment in the 
isolated pavilion. The last entry dates back to October 6.

A second case of plague 
reported September 9, from the same area as that in which the first 
vase occurred. A number of dead rats were found in this area, some 
of which were plague infected. The town is being thoroughly 
cleansed. 

New Sourn Wares—Sydney.—Week ended August 31. Rodents 
destroyed, 1,601; examined, 231; found infected, 14. Week ended 
September 7. Rodents destroyed, 1,628; examined, 446; found in- 
fected, 4. Week ended September 14. Rodents destroyed, 1,541;

October 31. <A case of yellow fever was reported at Guines, 30 
miles south of Habana, and on November 1 another in this city. Both 
patients are Spaniards. The Habana case is that of a boy, age 17, 
two and one-half years’ residence in Cuba, and for the past six 
months employed as a clerk in a small shop on Marquez Gonzales 
street. He was taken sick October 27 and isolated the following 
day at Benefica Hospital. Prophylactic measures were immediately 
instituted at both foci above reported. 
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A summary for the current year to date shows 132 cases of yellow 
fever and 37 deaths, with 4 cases under treatment. 

November 6. One new case of yellow fever at Palos, Spaniard taken 
sick October 30. 

November 9. One case of yellow fever at Bainoa, Habana Province.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nufez reports, November 5: 

Week ended November 2. Bills of health were granted to 3 vessels, 
all of which were fumigated, as follows: October 28, the American 
tugboat Edgar 7’. Coney, with a crew of 12, no passengers, bound to 
Brunswick, Ga.; October 30, the Norwegian steamship 7'imes, having 
24 in the crew, no passengers, destined for Mobile, Ala.; November 2, 
the Spanish steamship Catalina, with 54 in the crew and 1 passenger 
in transit, clearing for New Orleans. There was no sickness on either 
vessel up to the time of inspection. 

Two cases of yellow fever ending in death were reported during the 
past week, of which 1 occurred October 28, at Vieja Bermeja, near 
Alacranes, and was transferred, for isolation and treatment, to the 
latter town, where the patient, a young man 18 years old, native of 
the Canary Islands and of six years’ residence in Cuba, died Novem 
ber 1. This office was informed by wire of this case through Passe« 
Assistant Surgeon Amesse. The second case is the first to develop 
in this city from a local focus of infection since IT took charge of the 
station in 1903. 

The contagion in the 2 previous cases occurring in town was cou 
veyed in the first case from Habana, during the period of incubation, 
and in the second it was carried from Union de Reyes to Mocha and 
thence to Matanzas, the patient arriving already attacked with the 
disease. The case alluded to developed in a person 30 years old, a 
native of Barcelona, Spain, who arrived in Cuba about 6 months ago. 
After spending a few days in Habana he came to this city, where he 
had since been living on San Francisco street, in the vicinity of the 
Sabanilla Railway station, and at the Hotel Paris, in the local dis: 
trict known as Pueblo Nuevo. He secured employment at the Banco 
Nacional de Cuba and was working there during the daytime until 
his sickness appeared. The bank referred to is located on the north 
side of the San Juan River and within 3 blocks of the city park. 
Three months ago this man visited Habana and he had not left this 
city since, nor did he remember visiting any sick friend recently 
within his neighborhood or in any other section of town. A careful 
investigation made from house to house in that zone has also failed 
to discover the origin of the infection. The patient was taken sick 
at his residence October 25, and was not considered suspicious by his 
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attending physician until October 28, when he was transferred, well 
covered with a mosquito net, to the protected ward of the city hos- 
pital. He showed a typical case of the disease, with albuminuria, 
Jaundice of the conjunctivee, and black vomit, with tarry stools. The 
patient died with uremic convulsions. 

The house where the patient lived and the adjoining residences, 
as well as the Hotel Paris and Banco Nacional, have been fumigated, 
and a close inspection is being carried out in the known infected 
neighborhood to prevent the spread of the disease. 

No new cases have been reported up to my present writing. 

During the month of October last 14 bills of health were granted 
to vessels leaving for United States ports, having a total number of 
$21 members of crews and 5 passengers in transit; 4 health and 
acclimation certificates were granted to passengers bound for the 
United States via Habana, and 7 vessels destined for southern ports 
were fumigated. No vessel arrived in this harbor with any quaran- 
tinable disease on board. 

There were no transactions for the Canal Zone nor for the Republic 
of Panama. 

The following cases and deaths of yellow fever were reported in 
the province and city during the past month: October 1, 1 case at 
Alacranes, ending in recovery; October 16, 2 cases at a plantation 
colony near Union de Reyes (with unknown results); October 18, 1 
case at Alacranes, ending fatally; October 28, 1 case at Alacranies, im- 
ported from Vieja Bermeja, a neighboring town (case died); and 
October 30, | case originating in the city of Matanzas and ending 
fatally. Total number of cases reported, 6, with 3 deaths. 


Report from Santiago Inspection and fumigation of vessels,

GERMANY. 
Report from Berlin—Status of cholera in Russia. 


The following is received from Consul-General Thackara, under 
date of October 26: 

According to the statistics published by the Russian Government 
in its official gazette, the Regierungsbote, and reprinted in the weekly 
bulletin of the imperial health office at Berlin, there were registered 
in the whole of the Russian Empire during the period from October 
2 to 12, inclusive, 1,174 fresh cases of cholera and 499 deaths. On 
October 13 there were 31 more cases said to have occurred, with 11 
deaths, but the returns from various governmental districts for that 
day had not yet been received. Of the 1,174 cases and 437 deaths, 
359 cases and 156 deaths occurred in the Volga governmental districts 
of Astrachan, Saratow, Samara, Simbirsk, Kasan, Nishni-Novgorod, 
and Kostroma; 120 cases, with 63 deaths, in the southern governmen- 
tal districts, Tschernigow, Jekaterinoslaw, Don Kosack territory, and 
the city of Rostow; 97 cases and 14 deaths in the southwestern govern- 
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ment district, the city of Kief; 25 cases and 14 deaths in the central 
governmental districts, Pensa; 9 cases, with 3 deaths, in the northern 
district, governmental district of Watka; 13 cases, with 7 deaths, in 
the Caucasus, city of Baku; 260 cases, with 150 deaths, in Siberia, 
governmental districts of Irkutsk, Tomsk, Tobolsk, and Jenisseisk ; 
291 cases, with 92 deaths, in the central Asiatic territory, Akmolinsk.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Tripler reports, October 12 and 16: 

Week ended October 5. Bills of health were issued to 5 vessels, 
having an aggregate personnel of 665 passengers and 547 crew, of 
which 2 were bound for Puget Sound ports, 1 each to Manila and to 
San Francisco via Honolulu, and another, a schooner, to Guam. 

The number of new cases of cholera is 19, as against 9 of the pre- 
ceding week, thus showing an increase of 10, and consists of persons 
who have been directly connected with the shipping from infected 
ports or those who have been associated with them. 

Week ended October 12. Bills of health were issued to 4 vessels hav- 
ing an aggregate personnel of 418 and 219 crew, of which 2 were 
bound for New York, 1 to Guam, and 1 to San Francisco via 
Honolulu. 

The cholera reports for the week show a marked decrease, only 13 
new cases having developed during that peried. The epidemic is re- 
ported to be over in Shanghai and Moji, but continues to be violent in 
Kobe and Osaka.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, October 8: 

Week ended October 5. One original and 3 supplemental bills of 
health were granted to 4 steamships with an aggregate personnel of 
478, and there were inspected 4 vessels, 313 crew and 110 steerage pas- 
sengers. One vessel was fumigated to kill rats, and 26 crew were 
bathed and their effects disinfected by steam. No emigration exami- 
nations were made during the week. 

The cholera epidemic in Kobe continues its downward tendency, 
there having been during the week just ended 74 cases of that disease 
with 21 deaths, as compared with 103 cases and 31 deaths during the 
previous week. 

During the week ended September 28 there were reported in Osaka 
7 cases and 7 deaths from plague and 63 cases and 46 deaths from 
cholera. 

The disinfecting plant at Ono, where the work for the Service at 
this port is done, has been converted into a quarantine station in 
accordance with my plans and suggestions. Suitable barracks, kitchen, 
and eating houses have been erected, where all steerage passengers 
intending to sail by vessels bound to the United States, ete., are 
accommodated in groups of 20 to each room, and held under observa- 
tion for 5 days prior to embarkation. 

These people are first examined by me for trachoma, favus, ete., 
and those passed are bathed and all of their effects disinfected by 
steam. The baggage is then stored in a clean room under lock and 
key, and the emigrants themselves are admitted to the barracks. No 
further contact 1s allowed between them and the outside prior to 
being placed on board. The period of observation begins after the 
disinfection and admission to barracks, and a daily inspection of the 
entire place and personnel is made by me at various hours. The 
barracks are thoroughly cleaned and disinfected between each set of 
occupants.

The outbreak of cholera in the island of Leyte, more particularly 
in the town of Carigara, of which mention was made in the report for 
the week ended August 31, 1907,“ has been completely stamped out,

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no cases having occurred for more than twelve days. ‘The presence 
of the disease at Mandaon, Masbate, has been confirmed, but up to 
the present time only a few cases per day have occurred. The section 
infected is so remote that no serious difficulty in confining it to Man- 
daon is anticipated. 

During the week consular bills of health were issued as follows: 

September 15, 1907, the U. 5S. army transport Logan, with 185 
crew and 809 passengers, was granted a bill of health to San Fran- 
cisco via Nagasaki and Honolulu. Crew and _ steerage passen- 
gers were bathed, and their effects and baggage disinfected. All 
persons on board were inspected at the hour of sailing. September 
16 the American steamer J/auban, with 48 crew, en route from Cochin 
China ports to Cebu, was granted a supplemental bill of health. 
Crew were held in quarantine while dbs was in port. September 
19 the British steamer Satswma, with 51 crew, en route from Yoko- 
hama to New York, was granted a supplemental bill of health after 
inspection of personnel and cargo. 

September 20 the British steamer Den of Kelly, with 53 crew, 
was granted a consular bill of health for New York via Cebu after 
the usual inspection of cargo and personnel. 

Week ended September 28. Quarantinable disease reported for 
the city of Manila as follows: 

Cholera.—Twenty-three cases, 27 deaths. 

During the week there has been a still further increase in the 
number of cholera cases reported in the city of Manila, the total 
being 23 cases and 27 deaths. It is now believed that the majority 
of cases can be traced to the practice of the local vegetable gardeners 
using human excrement for fertilizing purposes. Two such offenders 
were detected during the week and convicted in the court according 
to an act of the Commission which forbids this practice. Owing to 
the increase in the number of cases, it was deemed advisable in order 
to prevent the spread of the disease to other islands to institute an 
outgoing quarantine inspection of all vessels leaving the port of 
Manila. . 

During the week vessels were granted consular bills of health as 
follows: . 

September 25, the U. S. army transport Diw, with 148 crew and 2 

assengers, was granted a bill of health for Seattle via Olongapo. 
Saentael were inspected at the hour of sailing. September 26, the 
U. S. army transport Buford, with 145 crew and 70 cabin passengers, 
was granted a bill of health for San Francisco via Nagasaki and 
Honolulu. All persons on board inspected at the hour of sailing. 
Baggage and cargo inspected, and either passed or disinfected. 
September 27, the German steamer Sambria, with 46 crew, was 
granted a bill of health for Cebu, after the usual inspection.

MANILA, P, I., September 25, 1907. 


To the masters and agents of vessels and others concerned. 


Sirs: Owing to the presence of cholera in Manila, all vessels leaving Manila 
for other ports in the Philippine Islands must comply with the following regula- 
tions before they can be permitted to sail: 

The master of each vessel will secure a bill of health at the quarantine office, 
custom-house, and also bind himself to proceed to the quarantine station at 
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either Lloilo, Cebu, or Manila in the event of any suspicious sickness occurring 
on board his vessel at any time during the voyage; and to allow no green vege 
tables or other prohibited articles to be brought aboard his vessel at Manila. 

After obtaining a bill of health each vessel, with all cargo, crew, and passen- 
gers aboard, will proceed to Manila Bay and anchor well removed from the 
shipping of the port. After anchoring the vessel will fly the quarantine flag 
and await inspection by the quarantine officer, who will board the vessel as 
soon as practicable, and, if the result of the inspection is satisfactory, the vessel 
will be permitted to proceed without further detention, provided that vessels 
which desire to take water at Mariveles quarantine station may be inspected 
there. 

If the master of a vessel refuses to comply with the foregoing provisions, or 
the inspection of the vessel is not satisfactory, such vessel will be quarantined 
at Mariveles before being allowed to sail. 

The foregoing takes effect at once.

RUSSIA, 
Reports from St. Petersburg—Status of cholera in Russia, 


The following is received from Chargé d’Affaires Schuyler, under 
dates of October 11 and 17: 

According to a communication received from the foreign office 
911 cases of cholera were reported between September 18 and 24, dis- 
tributed through various parts of Russia. The cities of Nijni- Novgo- 
rod, Omsk, and Kostroma are declared infected, while the cities of 
Rostoff-on-Don and Katarinoslaw, the city and district of Elisa- 
bethpol, the territory of Akmolinsk, and the territory around the 
Chinese Eastern Railway are declared threatened with cholera. 
Ships leaving all Black Sea ports are required to undergo medical 
inspection. 

October 17. According to a communication received from the 
foreign office 714 cases of cholera were reported between September 
25 and October 1, distributed through various parts of Russia. The 
government of Tomsk and the territory of Semipalatinsk are declared 
to be threatened with the epidemic.

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 19, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 19.7 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Dundalk, viz, 4.0, and the highest in Clomnel, viz, 35.9 per 1,000. 
In Dublin and suburbs 164 deaths were registered, including scarlet 
fever 1, enteric fever 1, whooping cough 2, and 32 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended October 19, 1907, correspond to an anual rate of 14.0 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 24.0, and the 
lowest in Aberdeen, viz, 11.7 per 1,000.
